_of Edinburgh, having determined to remove, as much 
a4§ poflible, the Nuifance occafioned by the prefent mode of 
collecting and conveying away the Dung of the ftreets in the 
New-Ewténded Royalty, are refolved to let it for one year 
from Marttinmas next, in the manner following : 

The whole to be portioned out into five divifions: A Ticket 


and Licenfe to be iffued for. each divifion feparately, which . 


thall not be transferrabie.—The faid licenfe will intitle the 
holder‘to fend carts, to attend upon the ftreets of that parti- 
cular divifion, during the following hours, be

From tHe Lonpon Parers, Aug. 29. 

Leyden, Aug. 25. The report of the death of 
the King of Pruffia is at length pofitively confirmed. 
The firft intelligence of this important event reached 
the Hague by an exprefs, which the Regency of 
‘Hanover had difpatched to Mr de Butemeifter, Mi- 
nifter to the States General from that Electorate, 
who loft no time in forwarding the news to the 
Court of London. It was about noon, on the 17th 
ivftant that his Majefty expired. He was at the 
palace of Sans-Souci at the time, feated with great 
compofure in an arm-chair; and he not only died 
without a groan, but died in fome meafure unex- 
pectedly. ‘This great monarch, who has fo long 
commanded the admiration of all Europe, died in 
the feventy fifth year of his age, and the forty- 
feventh of his reign, having been born on the 24th 
of January 1712, and crowned on the 31 ft of May 
17.0. 

Jt is remarkable that the laft memorable action of 
his Majefty’s reign was the treaty of friendfhip and 
commerce, which he concluded with the United 
States of America on the roth of laft September, 
but of which he did not publifh the particulars to 
the world, till within two days of his diflolution ; 
the very day before which, he figned, with his own 
hand, feveral letters of public butinefs, and difpatch- 
ed them to the Hague. 

Utrecht, Aug. 24. The Srates of Holland not- 
with{tanding the remonftrances of the city of Am- 
fterdam, have refolved to give no anfwer to the let- 
ter written to them by his Serene Highnefs relative 
to the command of the garrifon of the Hague; and 
it is rather remarkable, that in this refolution the 
city of Amfterdam has feconded the States. 

We hear from Elbourg, that meetings have been 
held to enquire into the ftate of the city, and to put 
it in a condition to fuftain a fiege ; and that accord- 
ingly all hands are employed, night and day, in re- 
pairing the ramparts and fortifications. A ceremo- 
ny took place at Elbourg, the rgth inftant, which 
had not been known there for two centuries before, 
that of inftalling a Tribune with the ringing of 
bells.

The cargo, which confifted of falt, is entirely gone, 
and it is thought the veflel will be loft alfo.’ 

A letter from Shinrone, toa gentleman in Dublin, 
dated Auguft 22, fays,—‘* Laft night, an attempt 
was made to burn this town. An out-office belong- 
ing to Mr Howard was fet on fire by fome incendia- 
ries, employed, as is believed, by the White Boys, 
who for a month paft have threatened deftruction to 
this town, and the volunteers of it, from whom they 
have received the firft check they have met with in 
their progrefs ; about ten o’clock at night, the fire 
was difcovered, but by the immediate afliftance of 
the troop of 2d horfe, commanded {by Captain Car- 
rol, and Lieutenant Ponfonby, together with the vo- 
lunteers and inhabitants, the fire was got under with- 
out any material injury. It is worthy of remark, 
that this office, 65 yards in length, ‘had been offered 
by Mr Howard to Captain Carrol, for the dccom- 
modation of the horfes belonging to the troop, which 
are daily expected here; a coal was lodged in the 
thatch of the above office— every endeavour was ufed 
to difcover the perpetrators of this felony without 
effect. A party of the volunteers patrolled the {treets 
till day-light, and are determined to do fo, till fome 
effectual means are found out to put a ftop to the 
nefarious proceedings of thefe deluded people.” 

Extradt of a letter from Tralee, Aug. 17. 

«¢« A few nights ago, a poor man, named Riordan, 
in the neighbourhood of Milltown, had his houfe 
furrounded by a large party of thofe dilturbers of 
.public tranquillity, called Right Boys, or, as they at 
prefent ftile themfelves, the Wooden Army of this 
county ; and after dragging him out of his bed, la- 
cerated his whole body with cards, (machines ufed 
in the manufacturing of wool) which they had pre- 
pared for the purpofe. He now lies in a moft de- 
plorable fituation, with very little hopes of recovery. 
The caufe of this more than favage-like brutality, is, 
his having, at a late fetting, taken his tyche at a rea- 
fonable valuation from the Rev. Dr Dray.”’

* On Thaurfday night laft, a moft fhocking and 
inhuman tragedy was a¢ted in our goal by the pri- 
foners; the particulars are nearly as follow: — 

‘© Mr Patrick Hands, the goaler, having for 
fome months paft found it neceflary to fleep ‘in the 
goal for its greater fecurity, a plot was formed by 
the prifoners for his deftruction and their own e- 
fcape, in both of which they unhappily fucceeded ; 
for on the above night, between the hours of eight 
and gine o’clock, when he went intg the goal to ex- 
amine and lock up the different appaitments, he had 
no fooner entered an upper room, than he was fud- 
denly attacked, the light he carried in his hand ex- 
tinguifhed, himfelf knocked down, tied, and gagged ; 
and though he then Jay in a fituation which render- 
ed him incapable of making the Jeaft noife, or call- 
ing for afliftance, they afterwards put him to death, 
with circumftances of the moft favage brutality, his 
fkull being fractured in different places, and every 
part of his body mangled in the moft fhocking man-» 
ner; after which they robbed him of what cafh he 
had ; arid 6ne fellow in particular, after ‘taking off 
the fhoes of the deceafed, put them on, faying, 
«© They fit me well; I was in great want of them, 
for the journey.”” All this was done fo filently, 
that the centinels at the door knew nothing of the 
matter for fome hours, until'a woman named Mar- 
garet Durack, who was likewife a prifoner, imme- 
diately on her getting out, alarmed the family of the 
deceafed. In the interim, the villains had comple- 
ted a breach at which they were at work for fome 
nights before, through the arch over the river, on 
which the goal is built, and about the hour of ele- 
ven got clear off, to the number of twenty. The 
coroner held an inqueft on the body on Saturday 
laft, when, after the {tricteft examination, the Jury 
brought in their verdi&t wilful murder, againft the 
following perfons, viz. Jeremiah Leahy, James 
Sughrue, John O’Donnell, Bartholomew Shea, 
John Murrinane, James M‘Nemara, James Maher, 
James Supple, Michael M‘Elligot, John Mihane, 
Laurence Sullivan, Patrick Heffernan, Edmond 
Walth, otherwife Wallis, Patrick Breen, John Sul- 
livan, James Collins, Timothy Carthy, Andrew 
Breen, Mary Sullivan, and Ann Cody. 

** It is remarkable that Ann Cody was the moft 
favage aétor in this difmal tragedy ; her conduét was 
attended with fuch aéts of indecency, as well as of 
cruelty, on this melancholy occafion, as’ would 
fhock rhe delicate feelings of her fex, were we to 
recite them. 

‘* Saturday morning, an exprefs arrived in town, 
with an account that J. Collins, one of the above 
murderers, was taken at Liftowell, when the fub- 
fheriff, with a troop of the gth dragoons quartered 
here, under the command of Cornet Caldwell, fet 
off, and at ten o’clock the fame night arrived in 





town, and fafely ehnduSed him to his oid lodging. 
It is fincerely to be withed, that the inhabitants of 
the kingdom in general, and more particularly of the 
different fea-ports, will exert themfelves in taking 
up and clofely examining all fufpected perfons, in 
hopes that thofe infernal villains may be brought to
